Central America and much of the 
neighboring 
territory 
were 
under 
Spanish rule. 
Greedy governors and 
heartless soldiers wrung vast treas­ 
ure from the Indians and In other 
ways 
amassed 
untold 
fortunes 
for 
themselves and for Spain. 
Galleons 
would come from Europe with pro­ 
visions, clothing, etc., and go homo 
laden with precious metals and gems 
Of course, these treasure ships at­ 
tracted pirates as sugar attracts flies. 
And the Spanish Government kept 
powerful fortresses and warships In 
the 
New 
World 
to 
protect 
their 
wealth. The clash between Spain and 
the buccaneers was everlasting. 
The word "buccaneer” means "a 
drier of beef ” 
The buccaneers uned 
to make a living by butch erin*” and 
selling wild cattle, until the loyal 
Spaniards made life unpleasant for 
them 
Then they took to the sea and 
proceded to revenge themselves upon 
their tormentors 
by 
looting 
ever) 
treasure they could lay hands Ou 
They were not, at first, common pi­ 
rates, though “pirate” and “buccaneer’ 
came afterward to mean much the 
same thing 
Morgan, escaping from slavery, fled 
to the Island of Jamaica 
There ne 
joined a crew of buccaneers. 
By ge­ 
nius and cruel cunning be quickly be­ 
came their captain. 
Then he Joined 
his crew to that of a powerful buc­ 
caneer who called himself “Admiral" 
Mansfield 
Mansfield soon afterward 
was killed; and Morgan was at the 
head of all the neighboring freeboot­ 
ers. 
His real life work had begun. 
He persuaded some of his compan­ 
ions not to throw away every penny 
of their gains on drink, gambling and 
finery, as had been their custom, but 
to save It for the expense* of a great 
exjiedltlon. 
Thus he quickly found 
himself in 
charge of the largest, 
strongest pirate fleet ever seen In the 
Spanish Main. 
The Spaniards * had 
grow n overcautious about risking their 
treasure ships in guoh dangerous wa 
t e n 
So Morgan decided to attack 
them by land 
He swooped down on 
one rich fortified town after another, 
destroying Its defenders or bolding 
them for heavy ransom and seizing 
their treasure 
In this way he soon 
became very rich. 
Panama was the foremost treasure 
city In Spain’s New World posses­ 
sions. 
It was strongly fortified and 
lay far off the pirates’ track. 
To 
reach It miles of poisonous J-*4* 4® 
and Indian Infested .forests must be 
passed. 
Th# place was deemed safe 
And there many millions of dollars’ 
worth of gold and Jewels were kept. 
Th* hope of such wondrous plunder 
was enough to make Morgan try to 
do what every one had declared im­ 
possible. 
He turned from ravaging 
Cuba and the American mainland, and 
on Jan 9. 1670, set out on the terrible 
rlver-and Jungle trip to Panama. 
The Spaniards had word of his com­ 
ing, 
All food supplies were removed 
from the route. 
The forests were 
alive with hostile savages. 
The har­ 
dy buccaneers endured dally starva­ 
tion fever and battle, but pushed on 
fearless**^ until they came before the 
walls of the treasure city, Panama. 
There they thrashed a Spanish and 
Indian force more than three times 
the size of their own and rushed In­ 
to the city. The mass of treasure wa* 
seized, the town I srned to the gro od 
and hundreds of captives beld for ran­ 
som 
Ka* h buccaneer received only 
about litho worth of plunder. 
Mor­ 
gan kept the bulk of the hoard for

Tho effect of a difficult engineering 
operation In the Civil war, involving 
the blowing up of Confederate fortifi­ 
cations.

Ing ressive Description of Sho cks In 
Ycs< rote Valley W hich Gave Birth 
tc a New Mountain Avalanche 
Talus W hile He Looked. 


“A 
noble 
earthquake! 
A noble 
earthquake!” 
exclaimed John 
Muir, 
w hen he was awakened at half-past 
two o’clock of a moonlit morning in 
the Yosemite valley. 
For years he 
had believed that the many great ava­ 
hi rn ! e 
taluses 
leaning against the 
wall 
of the valley at intervals of a 
mile or two, had been caused by an 
earthquake at least three centuries 
before, and here was his chance to 
make some observations. 
Never be- 
• fore had he enjoyed a storm of this 
sort, but the strange, thrilling motion 
could not be mistaken, and so he ran 
out of his cabin, both glad and fright­ 
ened as he made his exclamation. 
“The shocks were so violent and 
i varied, and succeeded on another so 
closely,” he writes In the Century, 
“that I had to balance myself care­ 
fully In walking, as if on the deck 
of a ship among waves, and it seemed 
impossible that the high cliffs of the 
Valle* 
could escape being shattered. 
In particular I feared that the sheer- 
fronted Sentinel rock, towering above 
my cabin, would be shaken down, and 
I took sheller back of a large yellow 
pine, hoping that It might protect me 
front at least the smaller outboundlng 
boulders.” 
The most impressive part of his de­ 
scription is of the sounds. 
"It was a 
calm, moonlight night,” he says, "and 
no sound was heard for the first min­ 
ute or so save low, muffled, bubbling 
underground rumblings, and the wills- 
pering and rustling of the agitated 
trees, as lf Nature were holding her 
breath. 
Then suddenly out of 
the 
strange silence and strange motion 
there came a tremendous roar. 
Tho 
Earle rock, on the south wall about 
half a mile up th® valley, gave way, 
and I saw It falling in thousands of 
the great boulders I had so long bien 
studvlng, pouring to the valley floor 
In a free curve luminous from fric­ 
tion, making a terribly sublime spec­ 
tacle 
an arc of glowing, passionate 
fire fifteen hundred feet span, as true 
in form arid as serene In beauty as a 
rainbow in the midst of the Bfuften- 
deus rock storm 
The sound was so 
tremendously deep md broad and ear­ 
nest that the whole earth, like a liv­ 
ing creature, seemed at last to have 
found voice, and to lie calling to her 
sister planets. 
In trying to tell some­ 
thing of the size of this awful sound, 
it fw< ms to me that lf all the thun­ 
der of all the storms I had ever heard 
v ere 
condensed into 
one roar, 
it 
would not equal the rock roar at the 
birth of a mountain 
talus. 
Think, 
then, of the roar that arose to heaven 
at the simultaneous birth of the an­ 
cient canyon taluses throughout the 
kncth and breadth of the range!” 
The Indians sud many of the white 
men left the valley in terror of this 
earthquake, the 
final 
rumblings 
of 
v bleb were not over for two months, 
but Muir remained to study Its ef­ 
fects. 
Among other things, he kept 
a bucket of water on his cabin table 
to b arn what he could of the move­ 
ments.

present day in at least tgie graveyard 
In the United Klngd4>m. 
A lawsuit Just decided has stopped 
the practice In the 
churchyard 
q{ 
Dungarvan, an Irish village, 
where 
some of the inhabitants were In th# 
habit of playing cards on the slabs 
placed over graves and of dancing to 
th e music of an accordion. 
The rep­ 
resentative church body was the com­ 
plainant In the case. 
I sought and 
obtained an Injunction against sixteen 
persons, restraining them from tres­ 
passing upon the burial-ground and 
premises adjacent to the Church of St. 
Mary. The master of rolls, who heard 
the case, held that this privilege was 
one of permission, and not a right, and 
that a church) urd was dedicated to 
the service of God, and not to the re t­ 
reat Urn of man. 
In the days before the Reformation 
authorities say, the parish churchyard 
was used aa a 
public 
playground. 
Games and revels 
were 
commonly 
held there on Sundays and holidays. 
At Whitsuntide there was a sort of 
church fair, beld In graveyards, at 
which ale brewed by the church war­ 
dens was bVrved, while dice throw ing, 
card-playtng and bowls 
were 
per­ 
mitted. 
Cockfighting In churchyards 
did not cease until 
the 
eighteenth 
century. 
There Is a story told that a 
wealthy man In Hurstbourne Tarrant, 
a village of Hampshire, ordered that 
a flat tombstone, large enough to en­ 
able the boys to play marbtos on IL 
should be placed over his grave.

Hoof Print® Near Newmarket That 
Mark Jum ps of th® Legendary 
Blind Hora®. 


Near Newmarket, in 
Lincolnshire, 
England, there ar® three marks of a 
horse's hoofs, and each mark la seven 
yards distant from the other. 
Every 
man who farms the field Is careful to 
keep these marks from being grass- 
grown or plowed up. 
For they ar® th® 
famous marks of Byard'® leap, which 
Is recounted in the following story:
